RIOTERS BROKE UP

with the motor car industry, among 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
erce, which, .though admitting the 


fatalities, points to the staggering number 
of motor vehicles in the country and the 
part they are playing in the development 
of the life of the nation. 
For the first time in the twenty five years 
since the queer contraption—the horseless 
buggy— made its way down a lane of awe­ 
struck people, the entire nation might liter­ 
ally be lifted from the ground and ridden 
along the highways 
that stretch between 
cities. 
Never before, though, in the history of 
the country have so many casualties from 
motor vehicles 
been 
reported. 
Some of 
them are due to the wild-eyed joy riders, 
who end in ditches and against the banks 
of paved highways. 
Others are the stories 
of attempted dashes over grade crossings. 
Others are 
attributable to 
“one-armed” 
driving. 
In a recent case, a bee that sunk 
its stinger above the eye of a man caused 
him to release the wheel. 
The car crashed 
into a telephone pole and carried twro per­ 
sons to death. 
Despite the efforts at prevention, such as 
safety bureaus and safety drives, the list of 
dead and injured mounts steadily. 
Last 
year 14,000 
persons 
were 
lowered into 
graves after motor car smashes. 
This year 
the figure will not be less than 15,000, and 
probably it will be more. 
In 1914 the toll 
wras 4,231. 
Last year, insurance estimates 
had it, the injured reached 1,500,000. This 
year, with the growing number of acci­ 
dents, the injured will total 1,700,000. 
Figures to July 30 show there are ap­ 
proximately 
13,254,000 
motor cars and 
trucks in the country. 
In 1922 there were 
115 cars to every 1,000 persons, while this 
year 120 out of every 1,000 owns cars.

GERMAN VIEWS OF THE LEAGUE. 
Count Henry Kessler, 
former German 
minister to Poland, 
who 
is 
delivering a 
series of lectures before 
the 
Institute of 
Politics at Williamstown, Mass., outlines in 
his latest address the present German at­ 
titude towards the League of Nations. “The 
attitude of the German people toward the 
League,” he said, “would, I think, be over­ 
whelmingly for the League if the situation 
in the Sarre and the Upper Silesia decision 
had not aroused suspicions. 
However, the 
last debate in Geneva on the Sarre recently 
had a favorable influence on public opinion 
in Germany and the tendency to join the 
League has undoubtedly growm stronger.” 
Continuing, Count Kessler added: 
“The principal 
objection has been 
hitherto to the position of France. But 
if this difficuty can be overcome and if 
Germany is assured of gaining admis­ 
sion to the 
council, I think 
the ten­ 
dency to join the 
League 
would be 
very strong in the German people. 
“The German conception of the 
League of Nations, 
accepted 
almost 
unanimously by the German organiza­ 
tions or individuals who take an inter­ 
est in the question, is that of an insti­ 
tution adapted not only to forward po­ 
litical, but also to be an instrument of 
economic 
cooperation 
between 
na­ 
tions, not by the arbitrary rule of great 
international trusts, but by a system 
starting from the humble wrork of the 
factories and leading thence, step by 
step on democratic lines, to worldwide 
organizations of the essential needs of 
production 
and 
distribution, 
under 
the auspices of a league of democratic 
nations.” 
Count Kessler is by no means the first 
spokesman for Germany who, by interpret­ 
ing for Americans the position of the Ger­ 
man people towards the League, has helped 
to reveal to German sympathizers in Amer­ 
ica the great mistake they made when, in 
the belief that the League would be hurtful 
to Germany, they helped to prevent Amer­ 
ica’s entrance into that organization. Who 
can doubt that Germany would be vastly 
better off today if the German reparations 
problem were being handled by the League 
with America 
as a leading 
member in­ 
stead of being handled by France?

T he signing of two claim s conven­ 
tions provided for in the rep o rt of 
th e A m erican com m issioners will be 
one of th e first acts after resum p­ 
tion of relatives.

31.—With his heavyweight champion­ 
ship fight with Luis Angel Firpo just 
I two weeks away. Jack Dempsey, a1* 
, though still suffering from a cold to­ 
day settled down to his Intensive 
training grind.

The champion, if he Allows his pro­ 
gram, will work for the next twelve 
days 
without

lay-offs. 
I Dempsey’s impressive showing yester­ 
day against Jack McAuliffe, In the 
Michigan heavyweight’s initial work­ 
out convinced his friends that he was 
rapidl rounding into form. McAuliffe 
started to give Dempsey two rounds 
of boxing, but he was forced to quit 
after three minutes, going back to 
the rubbing room with his right eye 
shut and his left ear bleeding from 
a slight cut. 
In the 
one 
round, 
Dempsey had McAuliffe dangerously 
on the verge of a knockout. 
McAuliffe said after the workout 
that he hadn’t pulled on a glove since 
his fight with Floyd Johnson and 
was not in the best of shape. How­ 
ever, he said he did not want to de­ 
tract from 
Dempsey’s 
punching 
power. 
“Dempsey is 
a harder puncher 
than Firpo and I will be the most 
surprised man in the world if the 
South American is able to come out 
for the 
second 
round,” McAuliffe 
said. “I 
know what I’m talking 
about, I’ve faced both men. Dempsey 
steps around so fast and shoots his 
punches with such speed and force 
that Firpo will be bewildered. Demp­ 
sey will hook him to pieces. Firpo’s 
best punch is a long right. 
He is 
made to order for one of Dempsey’s 
left hooks. Firpo hasn’t a chance un­ 
less he hits Dempsey’s by accident.” 
The champion later ripped into 
Jack Burke, sending the Pittsburger 
back on his heels half a dozen times. 
Burke, 
however, 
gamely crowded 
into the champion and nailed him 
with rights whenever he found an 
opportunity which 
was almost too 
frequently to suit Dempsey. Mc­ 
Auliffe probably will be able to work 
today, but George Godfrey, the 225 
pound negro, is back to take his turn 
along with Burke. Ray Newman, a 
Jersey City light heavyweight, also 
joined the ranks of sparring mates. 
Had Thres Knockouts. 
NEW 
YORK, 
Aug. 
31.—Within 
three months after arriving in the 
United States in the winter of 1922, 
Louis Angel Firpo, challenger for 
Jack Dempsey’s world’s heavyweight 
title, had 
three 
opponents; all of 
whom he defeated by knockouts. He 
received less 
than 
$1,500 for all 
these engagements. 
Firpo’s first opponent was Sailor 
Maxted. The sailor mussed up Firpo 
in the first three rounds, but ran into 
a sledgemaramer right in the fourth 
that took the wind out of his sails. 
He was knocked out in the seventh 
round. 
Joe McCann, a New Jersey young­ 
ster, was the South American’s sec­ 
ond victim. Joe was finished in six 
rounds, but he holds the distinction 
of being one of the few to land ef­ 
fectively on the Argentine. McCann 
sent Firpo to his knees with a heavy 
right to the chin in the fifth round, 
but was so badly battered immedi­ 
ately that he proved an easy victim 
in the sixth. 
Italian Jack Herman of Newark, 
N. J., holds the distinction of sleep­ 
ing longer under a Firpo punch than 
any other man 
who 
opposed the 
South 
American 
giant. 
Herman 
managed to evade Firpo’s wallops 
for four rounds, but forgot to duck 
in the fifth. 
A Firpo right landed on his jaw, 
then a left found the point of his 
chin. He was raised a foot off the 
floor and landed flat on his back. 
Thirty minutes later he awoke and 
asked: “Was anybody else hurt?”

it away because dirt and trash have 
becomes mixed with it. Many times it 
can be cleaned with a brush in cold 
water. 
If this does not remove all 
the dirt, heat the paraffin to the boil­ 
ing point and then strain it through 
two or three chicknesses of cheese­ 
cloth placed over a funnel; or a thin 
layer of absorbent cotton over one 
thickness of cheesecloth may be used 
as the strainer. One straining ought! 
to be enough ordinarily, but if the* 
paraffin is still soiled, heat it and 
strain again. 
Any paraffin lodging 
in the strainer can be removed by 
heating the cloth and pouring off the; 
hot liquid through another strainer. I 
It will be worth while to save paraf ! 
fin in this way if you do considerable 
canning and preserving each year.
